God, or of Chrift ? 

Rebearf. The word Fe/us fignifies a Saviour, 
and is the Proper Name of our Saviour, 
who had this Name given Him by ;the 
Angel before He was Conceiv’d in the 
Womb. So that this is His Ferfonal Name. 
The word Chrift denotes only His Office, 
as He was the Anointed of God, which that 
Word Signfies. 

Now ther were in the Apoffles time a 
Set of Hereticks, as Cerinthus and his Fol- 
lowers, who Deny’d Jefas to be the Chri/?, 
They faid that Chrift or the Holy-Spirit 
(for they made no DiftinGion ) Dwelt in 
Fefus, asin other Holy Men. That it De- 
fcended upon Him at His Baptifm, but 
Left Him on the Crofs, which made Him 
Cry, My God, My God, why haft thou For- 
faken me? Againft thefe the Apoftles wrote. 
And the Burden of their Arguments was 
to Prove that Fefus is the Chri. As St. 
Peter faid (At. 2. 36.) Therefore let all the 
Houfe of Ifrael know Affuredly, that God hath 
made that fame Fefus whom ye have Crucs 
fy'd, both Lord ard Chrift. And St. Sohn 
fays (Joh. 20, 31-) Thefe things are Writ- 
ten, that ye might believe that Fefusis the Chri,t 
the Son of God. And (1 Joh. 2. 22.) Who 
is a Liar, but he that denyeth that Fefus is 
the Chrift? Wherefore St. Paul fays (Phil. 
2. 10.) That at the Name of FESUS every 
Knee foon’d Bow. This was owning Him te 
be the Cbrif. Which is truly to be a 
Chriftian, And the Bowing at any other 
Name do’s not fhew this.. To Bow at the 
Name of Ged do’s not Diftinguifh me from 
a Sew, a Mahometan, or an Heathen, who 
all Acknowlege a God. And to Bow at 
the Name of Chrift or the Afeffiab do’s not 
fhew but that I may be a Sew, for they 
own a Chrift, and expe& Him yet to Come, 
but they Deny that efus is the Chrift. 
And (Ala/s!) We have the fame Caufe of 
Diftinguifhing our Selves here in England 
at this Day, where many that Shelter 
themfelves under the Name of Chriftians 
(ay, and good Proteftants too) are protefs’d 
Deiffs, and Blafpheme that Worthy Name 
by which we are Call’d, faying, That the 
Old Romans ferv’d Him right to Puni(fh him 
with the Death of ‘a Slave. Which I have 
before Quoted out of The Growth of Deifm, 
Approv’d and Recommended in the Book 
of the Rights. And we fhall not Diftinguith 
our felves from thefe by Bowing at the
